STORMY SPEECH IN THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES,

Washington, Dec. 13.—The house de­ 
cided on convening to meet again next 
Monday. 
On motion of Mr. Cannon 
(Rep., Utah) a resolution was passed 
•calling on the secretary of the interior 
for the total amount of land assumed 
by the Union and Central Pacific rail­ 
roads under the grant to those roads. 
Mr. Wilson (Rep., New York) pre­ 
sented a petition of the Central Con­ 
gregational church of Brooklyn asking 
the government to furnish transporta­ 
tion for the relief supplies subscribed 
for the Armenians. Turner (Dem., Ga.) 
objected to printing the petition in the 
record. » 
Ex-Speaker Grow (Rep., Pa.) made a 
speech on the portion of the president’s 
message referring to the tariff, in which 
he compared the old protective tariff 
laws with the new customs law. He said 
the new law up to Dec. I had produced 
a deficiency of $131,000,000, while under 
protective measures from 1880 to 1893 
the revenues had exceeded the expen­ 
ditures by $1,310,000,000. He attributed 
.the depletion in the gold reserve to the 
depletion in the gold reserve to the 
payment of current deficiencies out of 
the reserve, and maintained that the 
greenbacks would not menace the re­ 
serve if there was sufficient revenue. 
Mr. Grow calls attention to the fact that 
Mr. Cleveland said nothing about the 
efficiency of the new customs laws to 
produce the new revenue necessary to 
•carry on the government. The presi­ 
dent did not give the receipts or the 
expenditures for last year, yet it was a 
fact that the deficiency for 1894 was 
$69,000,000 and for the first five months 
of the present fiscal year $18,000,000. 
The total deficiency since June 30,1894, 
was $131,000,000. 
The bonded debt 
under 
the 
present 
administra­ 
tion 
had 
increased 
$162,000,000. 
Mr. Grow said that the McKinley law, 
as well as every protective measure 
passed since 1860, had produced more 
than enough revenue to meet the nor­ 
mal expenses of the government. 
From 1863, when the Morrill bill was 
passed, to 1880, the protection customs 
system had produced sufficient revenue 
to meet the regular expense of the gov­ 
ernment, save during the war. From 
^ £880 to 1893 the revenues exceeded ex­ 
penditures by $1,310,000,000. The last 
democratic administration before the 
war borrowed money to pay current ex­ 
penses. As to the President’s charge 
that the McKinley customs law imped­ 
ed our entrance to the markets of the 
world, Mr. Grow declared amid repub­ 
lican applause that no market was bet­ 
ter than the American market. “It con­ 
sists,” said he, “of 70,000,000 people, 
who consume more than any people the 
sun shines on.” 
For no similar period had the balance 
o f'trade been so much in our favor as 
during the three years the McKinley 
law was in operation. An emphatic 
statement by Mr. Grow that the green­ 
backs would not be retired was received 
with a demonstration of approval by 
the republicans. 
The President’s complaint that the 
greenbacks furnished an endless chain 
by which the gold reserve was depleted 
was not frank, he said. The green­ 
backs would endanger the reserve as 
long as the revenues were not equal to 
the expenses, and no longer. Paying 
the current debts of the government 
out of the reserve was the road to na­ 
tional bankruptcy. Mr. Grow referred 
to the elections last fall as the condem­ 
nation of the new tariff law and the 
policy of the administration. •

House of Representatives May Censure 
the Ambassador. 
Washington, Dec. 13.—According to 
the opinion of two or three probable 
members of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, there is a strong pos­ 
sibility that when the committee comes 
to consider the matter of Ambassador 
Bayard’s two speeches it may recom­ 
mend the action proposed by Mr. Mc­ 
Call’s resolution. The question of im­ 
peachment is not before the House or 
the committee in any way, notwith­ 
standing some misapprehension on that 
point, for when Mr. Barrett’s resolu­ 
tion was disposed of,, the words, “by 
impeachment 
or 
otherwise,” were 
stricken out, leaving a simple direction 
to the committee to report to the House 
what action should be taken in the 
premises. 
It is now conceded by the Republic­ 
ans that the proposition to impeach 
was not intended seriously, but merely 
a parliamentary move to secure debate 
on the Ambassador’s conduct. In case 
the President should reply that he has 
not communicated with the Ambassa­ 
dor there is some sentiment that the 
House should censure him, and it is 
suggested that this might

either by a separate resolution, or in 
connection with the appropriation for 
the Ambassador’s salary,

Young Thurman secured 
his early education at Chillicothe Aca­ 
demy, and read law under his uncle, the 
late Gov. William Allen. His early 
practice was at that place and its in­ 
come was devoted to the support of a 
widowed mother, and it was late in life 
when he married Mary Dun, daughter 
of Walter Dun, of Kentucky.

Washington, Dec. 13.—The members 
of the republican caucus committee of 
the senate were in conference with 
other members of the senate# yesterday 
in an effort to assure themselves that 
the assignments of the committee of 
chairmanships which they have made 
will prove satisfactory when the list 
shall be presented to the caucus. The 
committee has practically completed 
this branch of its work fend the mem­ 
bers feel, after conferring with their 
colleagues, that the allotment they have 
made will be acceptable to the republic­ 
an senators. The committee will de­ 
vote the rest of the week to the con­ 
sideration of the make-up of the bodies 
of the committee and hope now to be 
able to report to the full caucus by 
Monday. Considerable work in this 
line has already been accomplished, 
and it may be stated that the full ma­ 
jority representation on three of the 
four principal committees has been de­ 
cided upon. The younger element of 
the republican senators are now press­ 
ing upon their colleagues the impor­ 
tance of organization of the senate be­ 
fore the Christmas holidays, for the 
effect which they argue the prompt ac­ 
tion will have upon the country. Some 
of the older senators are inclined to 
think that this plan would involve un­ 
seemly haste, and may antagonize the 
movement.

Washington, Dec. 13.—The War De­ 
partment has received a telegram from 
the commanding officer at Fort Apache, 
Ariz., saying that the trouble at Cibucu 
arose out of an* attempt by Sheriff 
Thompson of Globe, Ariz., with a posse 
to enter the Indian reservation to make 
an arrest of Indians said to have at 
tempted to take stores from a ranch 
whose occupants were absent. The In­ 
dians are said to have been caught in 
the act, but had taken nothing, being 
discovered too soon. The inhabitants 
were much excited and gathered 
at 
Newton’s store ranch at Canyon Creek. 
A man named Boris did the killing of 
the Indian whose body was found in 
the vicinity. He and two others of the 
party gave themselves up to Lieutenant 
Fenton and are now on their way to 
Globe, Ariz.

ALLEN G. THURMAN, 
and two daughters are married, the lat­ 
ter residing one in the east and the 
other in the far west. 
Judge Thurman served one term In 
congress from the Chillicothe district, 
being elected in 1844, and, returning 
to the practice, was elected to the Ohio 
Supreme bench in 1851, refusing a re­ 
nomination after four years’ service. 
His record as chief justice was an en­ 
viable one. 
In 1867 Thurman was nominated for 
governor in the face of 42,000 majority. 
He effected finch an organization and 
conducted so masterly a campaign that 
the large majority of the year previous 
was cut to less than three thousand, 
and, although 
defeated 
himself, his 
party gained a majority in the general 
assembly, and In recognition of his 
splendid campaign elected him to the 
United States senate to succeed Ben- 
amin F. Wade. He served twelve yeara 
l!rom March 4, 1869, and his splendid 
record in that body was one of singular 
ability and prominence. The name of 
Thurman was prominent before the na­ 
tional conventions of 1876 and 1880, and 
again in 1884, when the Ohio conven­ 
tion sent him as delegate-at-large to 
the Chicago convention. He, however, 
refused to allow the use of his name in 
the latter convention. His nomination 
and defeat for the vice-presidency are 
recent history. 
Before the “Old Roman” was nomin­ 
ated for the vice presidency his name 
had been suggested for a high honor at 
the hands of President Cleveland. His 
friends thought he would be chosen 
secretary of state during President 
Cleveland’s first term. ThSJr were dis­ 
appointed, however. 
The Thurman home is located in a 
commanding position at Rich 
street 
and Washington avenue. It is a double 
brick, with spacious lawn, and is ar­ 
ranged for the convenience of two fami­ 
lies, one side being occupied by Allen 
W. Thurman, the only son of the “Old 
Roman,” who has assumed in recent 
years the management of all his father’s 
business affairs. 
By this division 
Judge and Mrs. Thurman had a home 
by themselves and at the same time the 
watchful care and association which is 
afforded by an interesting bevy 
of 
grandchildren. Allen Thurman was a 
great reader, a man of wide range of 
information with a mind stored with 
the best in the classics and historical 
data, a jurist of renown and a man 
whose political experiences and states­ 
manship were equalled by few. 
In his new home, where he ended his 
days, he spent most of his time in the 
library. His custom was to chat with 
callers and the family after the 6 o’clock 
dinner, and then, after I o’clock, he 
took up his reading. 
Thurman wag not a religious man, 
in the strict sense, and very often he 
was poetically profane, yet both his 
private and public life was remarkable 
for its purity. Since the death of his

Their 
stories, coupled with the display of 
plunder, have inflamed the lowest class 
of Moslems with an aching desire to 
attack the bazaars. They are ready to 
seize upon the slightest provocation for 
an attack. 
“The news from the interior increas­ 
es in horror with every mail. In places 
within a small distance massacre and 
pillage are still of daily occurrence and 
everywhere destitute Armenians are 
flocking into the large towns, where 
there is no means of feeding them. No 
news has been received yet from Eel- 
toun and none la expected until all the 
Zeitounlis have been killed. The dis­ 
trict swarms with Bashi-Bazouks, and 
every road and bridle path is guarded 
with troops.”

Important Decision of the Minnesota 
Supreme Coart. 
St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 13.—The Su­ 
preme Court of Minnesota yesterday de­ 
clared the office of John B. Sutton, state 
boiler inspector, vacant because 
Mr. 
Sutton is a member of the lower House 
of the Legislature, a body which has 
power to create offices and fix their 
salaries. This decision throws out at 
once many other members of the Legis­ 
lature and ends a pernicious practice 
which has grown to great proportions 
the last few years. Members have de­ 
liberately created or increased the sal­ 
aries of offices and entered into ar­ 
rangements with the appointing power 
to secure for themselves 
those 
fat 
offices. During the last session of the 
Legislature it was openly charged that 
the friends of Gov. Nelson attempted 
to secure votes for him by the promise 
of office to members. 
The Supreme 
Court ousts Mr. Sutton under the sec­ 
tion of the state constitution which de­ 
clares that “no Senator or representa­ 
tive shall, during the time for which 
he is elected, hold any office under the 
authority of the United States or the 
{State of Minnesota, except that of post­ 
master.” The court holds that the dis­ 
ability does not cease until the expira­ 
tion of the full period for which the 
member was elected. 
This decision not only throws out of 
^office a large number of men, hut it 
prevents many members of the Legis­ 
lature from running for mayor 
and 
other county and city offices. The ac­ 
tion is the most sweeping in the his­ 
tory of the Minnesota Supreme Court 
and cannot fail to lead to the purifica­ 
tion of state politics.

Connell of Patriotic Organizations An­ 
nounces Its Principles. 
Washington, Dec. 13.—The national 
council of patriotic organizations has 
been in session here for the last three 
days. Delegates from all the promi­ 
nent patriotic orders were present, rep­ 
resenting over 3,000,000 members. A 
platform of principles was formulated, 
as follows: 
Demanding that stringent laws be 
enacted by congress restricting immi­ 
gration; that no public funds be appro­ 
priated for any sectarian purposes, and 
indorsing 
the 
proposed 
sixteenth 
amendment to the constitution; that no 
state shall grant the right of suffrage to 
any person not a citizen of the United 
States; demanding that all property, 
public property alone excepted, be sub­ 
ject to equal taxation.” 
A committee was appointed to attend 
the national conventions of the politi­ 
cal parties for the purpose of inducing 
them to incorporate these principles 
into their platforms, and in the event 
that none recognizes them, steps will 
be taken to form an American party. 
This national council is working to se­ 
cure unity of political action by the 
membership of all patriotic orders.

The Board’s Endeavor Will Be To 
Protect Both the Dealer and the 
Consumer—Present Difficulty Grew 
Out of a Misconception—W hat the 
Regulations Really Mean. 
Secretary G. B. Heimstreet returned 
from Milwaukee last night, where he 
has been attending the meeting of the 
State Board of Pharmacy. To a re­ 
porter he said that thepharmacy law 
in its application to the sale of patent 
medicine had been 
misunderstood. 
There has been a great commotion 
raised over the supposed prohibition 
of the sale of patent medicine and it 
was tho result of misunderstanding 
and misrepresentation he insisted. 
“ The law as it now stands was not 
•smuggled' through the legislature by 
the board, as has been charged,” he 
continued. 
“ The provision prohibit­ 
ing the sale of patent medicines by 
general dealers was not inserted with 
the knowledge of the board, and they 
have paid no attention to it until re­ 
cently, 
“ Let me explain 
the 
situation 
briefly. 
The law as passed prohibits 
by implication the sale of patent med­ 
icines put up outside the stste by any 
one but a registered pharmacist. 
The 
provision of the law was put in by 
some other than the members of the 
board of pharmacy, and the board has 
not tried to enforce the law. 
But re­ 
cently its attention was called to sev 
eral cases where the keepers of gener­ 
al stores were cutting prices on patent 
medicines, 
and 
an 
investigation 
showed at least one osse where 
the 
articles cold were shamefully adulter 
ated 
In such a case the board be­ 
lieved it should take action and sent 
letters to these particular 
offeaders 
against the law, calling their attent 
ion to the provision in question re­ 
lating to patent medicine. 
On* of TRO Violators. 
One of the alleged violators of the 
law, a general dealer at Darien, then 
wrote to the manufacturers of patent 
medicines and claimed that the board 


responsible in law for harm coming
